Five pieces, total? ing a wetch® of 
OO lbe., were packed in a light frame and were all 
broken. They are unfit for use 15 each plece in cracked 
from top to bottom". 


The above blackboards are urgently required 
at the St. Mary's Mission Residential School and I would 
therefore apnreciate if you would take up the matter 
with the firm who surnlied this blackboard and arrange 
“ith them to forvard new blackboards at onoe. It will 
be advisable to point out to them that we have received 
several complaints regarding the manner in which the 
blackboard is packed and, consequently, in shipping new 
plackboards, it should be shipped in strong frames. 


I presume that the firms will replace the 
damaged blackboards free of charge.

The Reverend Father J. Welch of New Westmineter, 
B. C., supervisor of the Indian york of the Oblate Order 
in his area, made certain requests during his recent visit 
to the Department. 


In brief, he asked for an outbuilding for the 
st. Mary's Boarding School at Mission, B. C. to serve as 
laundry, kitchen and sewing-room. Hie approximation of 
the cost is $10,000.00. A new barn to cost $5,000.00 is 
urgently needed and the same amount is required to 
enlarge the present building to provide additional class- 
room, play-room and dormitory space. 


You will remember that the Department promised 
careful consideration in connection with the needs at 
this school and at the Squamish Boarding School, North 
Vancouver. I have placed another memorandum on the file 
of the last named institution.

Honourable Sir:- 

I have come to Ottawa to ask the 
Indian Department to make certain important improvements in 
St Mary's Indian Sohool at Mission, 3.°0., vis: 


The washing(for 100 persons) is 
now done in a shed and all by hand; 
Zo:above the laundry to build a gommon kitchen with dining rooms 
for boys, girls and staff; 
So:as a third story(or second story if laundry is put in a base- 
ment) a large sewing room which would also serve the purpose 
of an auditorium for the children's concerts. 


B----\/e have a farm in aonnection with the school, the produce of 
which goes to the upkeep of the school children, and yet, this 
farm land is taxed by the municipality to the extent of about 
$1,000.00 per annum or nearly one sixth of our per capita 
grant.

vote us $6.000.00 towards a new barn? 


anon I have explained to Mr Duncan C.Scott who has always 
shown great interest in the welfare of our Indians, how by 4 
small outlay, the class-rooms, play-rooms and dormitorios 
gould be enlarged, and provision be easily made for 20 or 50 
more pupile, Large Ln hoot play.

H-hurr wt have ee we NK Os 
e----Lastly, I am making an appeal in behalf of the Indian Sohool 
in North Vancouver.

As 
at St Mary's(Mission 3.C.)their little garden and orchard are 
heavily taxed. The per capita grant is barely enough to supply

Permit me to lay before you & situation which,I feel,ocalls 
for immediate attention.Both the boys’ and the girls' buildings here 
are without fire escapes of any kind.The buildings are of wood and of 
three stories and the children sleep on the top floors.I@ a fire 
started during the night and got as well under way sefore being 
discovered as fires often do,it is doubtful if one of the fifty odd 
girls would get out alive and the boys' chances are but little better. 

In the case of the girls' buildinc, there is one stairs and it 
lands in a hall situated mear the centre of the building and having no 
door opening to the outside.The houses are old,dusty,dry and veritable 
tinder boxes:the electric wiring 4s of the oldfashioned kind with naked 
wires ;@uring cold periods in winter,stoves are stoked to fukl capacity 
in farious room@;and added to all this,is the everpresent danger of the 
children setting the house afire purposely-Therefore, the danger of fire 
oocuring is about as great as could be found,while the danger to life 
incase of fire,is,if anyghting,greater stilleIt would be a case of fifty 
children on a third floor with sheer walls all around and the only stairs 
leading down into the heart of the burning building. 

There is another smaller matter ,for which I also crave your 
indulgence.The kitchen range used in the boys' building bs very old and 
thoroughly burned out.It is the one on which most of the cooking af the

I beg to forward you herewith 
a communication addressed to yourself, received by 
under date of August 13th from the Rev. Principal 
St. Mary's Mission Residential School, in which 
requests Departmental assistance for the erection 
of fire escapes, the installation of a new pipe line, 
and the erection of a new laundry building. 


This letter was held over while 
we investigated conditions thoroughly, and I enclose 
Blue Print and estimate received from the Westminster 
Iron Works Limited, calling for the sum of $1,062.00 
in connection with the fire escapes. 


I personally consider that the 
School should have some system of fire escapes, but 
in view of the fact that the buildings are old, and 
that some time in the near future it will become 
necessary to replace them, I do not feel that it 
would be good policy to spend so much money. I con- 
sider, however, that wooden outside structures might 
well be erected upon both the girls' and boys' 
buildings, and that the Principal's request would be 
reasonable to the extent of perhaps a total of $200.00. 


With regards to the pipe line, 
this is largely a matter which should be covered by 
the probable date of the erection of a new School at 
Mission. If it is proposed to build one in the 
immediate future, the matter might as well be allowed 
to wait. On theother hand there is no doubt that the 
pipe line is in bad shape, and that as the water supply 
of any future school must of necessity be derived from 
the present source, a pipe line would not be an absolute 
waste, as the greater part of it would be utilized for 
the new buildings. I appreciate, of course, that the 
cost in this latter case would be met from the building 
appropriation instead of from current revenue, 458 would 
be necessary now. 


The laundry building while old 
and settled out of shape, is in no immediate danger, 
and I would recommen that no change be made while the 
existing buildings remain in use.

There is required,6000 feet,of 8 inch,wooden pipe,for 4 
head of 275 ft. The old pipe is 6 inch,but we logse much power in 
friction,and,in consequence,our lights are very pooreIron pipe has 4 
very uncertain life in this country,and wood pipe is preferable, 
especially the quality now made,and having the new couplings. 

A new and straighter line needs to be surveyed for the pipe

I have asked the manager of the Mission Public Service Co., 
which supplies water to Mission City,to have his men fo over the 
situation,and give me his estimate of the probable cost.His answer is 
"About nine thousand dollars," This is meant to cover everything.

With reference to your letter No.153-1-5 
of October lst, I beg to forward you herewith a communi- 
cation received by me, and which I notice is addressed 
to the Deputy Superintendent General, giving an idea 
of the requirements in connection with the installation 
of renewals to the water pipe line at St. Mary's Mission 
Residential School. 


The Dynamo which supplies the Institution 
with electric light is also in a very shaky condition 
and requires replacement. 


There is no doubt that the pipe line is 
in very bad condition and also the dynamo is quite 
unfit for the work it is to perform, the cost of 
replacements however, are high and I think a great deal 
depends upon whether it is the intention of the Depart- 
ment to build a new School in the near future. 


If the present Institution is to be 
maintained, I would recommend that the Dominion Water 
Power Branch be asked to look into the matter, and 
submit a report as to the cost of the necessary replace- 
ments, which will certainly have to be made if the 
School is to be retained on present lines.

There is an item of $7,000 in the Main Estimates 
for the provision of a suitable water supply system at the 
St. Mary's Indian Residential School, Mission, B. C. The 
Dominion Water Power Branch have the matter in hand and 
have estimated the cost of the activity at $7,000, which 
includes fire protection. I wish to recommend that Mr. 


Chene give the necessary instructions to the Dominion Water 
Power. 


It appears that $4,700 is required for the 
provision of a suitable electric light plant at this instit- 
ution. ‘There are no funds to proceed with this at the 
present time, but I shall make a note for next year's 
Estimates. Before expending this amount of money on elec- 


tric light plant, I believe we should seriously consider 
less expensive schemes, as the building is not destined to 
be used for very many years.

(a) Hu Repairs: Owing to the extreme age of 
the ildings, the steam heating, particularly 
in the girls’ building proved inadequate to 
gave the pipes from freezing, several were put 
out of commission, and while temporarily fixed 
it is absolutely necessary that the above be 
attended to as soon as possible. 


(bY Carpentery: A good deal of work in this connection 
is necessary to stop drafts, otherwise making the 
buildings more frost proof, and I would recommend 
that this be done. 


(c) Plaste ring, Kalsomining and Painting: This is 
necessary to repair damages caused by the weather 
last winter, where walls have been injured as well 


as damage by rain coming through the roofs. 


Stoves: The steam heating being inadequate to 
properly take care of the girls’ building, about 
seven stoves are necessary to keep it in a habit- 
able condition during the winter months. During 
the cold weather, it is now impossible to keep the 
children at their work on account of the low ten- 
perature in the buildings. I would recommend that 
an appropriation be made to this end.

SIR:- 

With reference to your letter No.153-1-5 of 
February 17th, addressed to the Very Rev. J. Welch, 
O.M.I., concerning repairs to St. Mary's Residential 
School, 1 beg to report that I proceeded there upon 
¢he 5th instant and went into matters with the Princi- 
pal. 


The old buildings and equipment are so very 
far gone that it is a4ifficult to make recommendations 
for repaire, the general {impression made, being that 
any work at all is simply waste of money. 


However, as it will be at the best, three 
years before we can have any hope of a new puilding 
ready for occupation and in the meantime conditions 
being what they are, 1 would bring the following to your 
notice. 


l- Boys' Buiiding: The sille are absolutely rotten 
and the purising should be temporarily shored up with rough 
tinbere and skirting closed in to prevent \a winter 


gales blowing under the floors as they do at present, (b) 
the undue cooling of the pipes from the furnace. 

The old Electric Wiring ies in many places dangerous, 
and if a fire ever started in such a building the lose of 
life would be frightful. The Provincial Fire Marshall and 
local Fire Chief have registered severe complaints of the 
Fire hazzard in thie School. ‘his wiring should be looked 
to. ni siiieiagr ik 

Roof: The roof needs refacing, water pours down in 
many places. That part over the kitchen needs reshingling. 
in addition the whole of the South Wall, that ie the most 
exposed to winter winds, should be papered and covered with 
siding. There is no paper in the old wall and wind and 
snow blow through freely in the winter. 


FURNACE: There are seventy tubes gone in the boiler, 
the fire bricks are all burnt out and nearly all the piping 
distributing the heat from the central heating plant to the 
buildings is defective. Steam escaped in clouds from under 
the houses through leaks in the pipes.

@ 3-Laundry: Thie old building has settled to the 


round round the sides leaving the centre of the floor at 

higher elevation. The roof has split as the rafters 
vulled away in the centre. During the winter snowe con- 
ditions are very dangerous and the Medical Officer has 
condemned the conditions under which growing girls work 
there as causing anatomical injuries. A new laundry is 
imperative. Possibly an advance unit for the new School 
might contain this part of the equipment and thus meet the 
situation permanently? 


I would recommend that competent Contractors be 
asked to examine the School in connection with the above 
Repairs and submit figures. The cost will be heavy, but 
conditions are so bad and so dangerous that I do not see 
now we can escape with lees. 


4—Fire Risks: Mr. A.A. MacDonald, Deputy Provincial 
Fire Marsha}, called here while 1 was at Mission and severely 
criticised the conditions under which we keep these children. 
1 was requested by telephone to see the Mission City Fire 
Chief who while the School is outside his strict limits has 
to attend fires within reach. 


This gentleman, Mr. Routledge was most sympathetic 
while severe in his remarks on conditions. He states the con- 
struction of the building is such that in the very probable 
event of a fire at night chances of eecape in either the 
poye' or girls' buildings would be very slight. He made the 
following recommendations as being absolutely essential: 

1- Fire hydrants within reasonable distance of 
buildings. 
2=- 1 Life Net to take care of jumping inmates, cost 
according to pattern $125.00 to $235.00. 
3- 300 Feet cf hose cost about $200.00. 

The Brigade have had three fires this winter within 
a stones' throw of the school, that is about one mile from the 
Fire Hall and their time of arrival at these fires was 24, 3 
and 4 minutes respectively from time of alarm, so they give an 
efficient service. Chief Routledge promised every assistance 
in the exceedingly probable event of a Fire, but was most 
emphatic as to the terrible chances we are taking in main- 
taining such a Fire irap as the old School.

I am enclosing, for your information, & copy of Mr. 
Indian Agent Vaunt's recent report on conditions at the St. 
hiary'e Indian l.esidential Sehool. The situation is so grave, 
I am constrained to take a very serious view of the heavy 
responsibility, which both the Church and the Vepartment 
assume by continuing operations there. 


As you are well aware, for some time I had been hope- 
ful that, by now, the outworn buildings would have been re- 
placed; but necessary expenditures at other schools appeared to 
be more urgent. However, I expect the !amloops building to be 
finished this year, and I can look forward with some confidence 
to the possibility of the provision of funds for the replace- 
ment of the St. Mary's School in 1929. 


The present serious situation remains tc be considered. 
fo expend a large sum of money on temporary repairs is out of 
the question, and I am inclined to thin« that the best plan 
would be to close the school after this swimmer. Wow that the 
winter is past, from the standpoint of the health of staff and 
children, there would be but small risx c<eepi the school open 
for a few months. The other danger - the lo c life by fire - 
Will be comparatively less as the various heat inits become 
jdle. To further minimize this latter hazard, i have today 
written to Mr. Indian Agent Daunt, authoriaiy she encarement 
of a competent night watchman, who will continuously patrol the 
boys' and girls’ buildings during the night. 1 have instructed 
ire Daunt to cooperate with Father iiaillard in the selection of 
& very reliable man for this duty. 


I regret the circumstances which make it necessary to 
consider closing the school until the new building is ready for 
occupation; but this last report, indicating the grave danger 
during the winter months, has made it impossible for the 
Department to take any responsibility efter next September. 


One of the first questions to be considered as we 
plan for a new building is that of a suitable site. I believe 
that the present property should be used, as it has been the 
scene of much usefulness to our wards. You might let we know 
what offer the Cblate “rder would be prepared to make in

In this connection I met the Reverend Principal, 
who informs me that he has a most reliable man, named Mr. 
Vincent Frazzolare, who is in fact the only person, whom 
he would trust around the Convent at night. He proposes 
placing this man on duty each night from 9 P.M. until 6 
A.M. at a monthly salary of $60.00 and board supplied by 
the School, 

} 


I have ordered a Net from Vancouver, which is 
\-quoted at $125.00. 


I may say that the School Authorities are very 
much opposed to closing the Institution, and I can under- 
stand their feelings in the matter, in as much as once 
the children are scattered it will be difficult to collect 
many of them again. The other Schools being practically 
full it would not be possible to transfer pupils for the 
time being. 


On the other hand, they request the De partment 
to incur certain expenditures, in order to keep it 
running. Notably the relining of the poiler in the 
furnace room, and the replacement of seventy tubes, which 
will cost Four or Five Hundred Dollars in all probability. 
Further they request a refund of about $175.00 for re- 

\) shingling the kitchen, this work having recently been 
undertaken by the Principal. 


The laundry boiler gave out completely, and is 
now in Vancouver being reconditioned and reinspected, 
this will also amount to Two or Three Hundred Dollars, 
though the amount is uncertain until repairs and in- 
spection are completed, and in the meantime the Principal

requests that the Department pay the flat laundry 
rates for the rough wash of the heavy items in the 
school laundry list. This averages weekly 150 
sheets, 175 pillow slips and 120 boys' overalls 

and pants. The average rate for this quantity at 
the Royal City Laundry would be $24.75 less 35 per- 
cent or a total of $16.00 per week. On top of all 
these expenditures, there would be, of course, the 
steady charge of $60.00 a month for a Night watch- 
man. 


I would recommend, therefore, that your 
instructions having been complied with, regarding 
the watchman and immediate fire protection, that 
the School carry on until the holidays, and that 
the whole matter be given your consideration so that 
a definite ruling may be handed down within the next 
two months or 50. 


Possibly if it is your intention to visit 
the Coast this summer, you could take the whole 
matter up personally with the Very Reverend Father

DR. SCOTT. 


With reference to recent correspondence from the 
Rev. Father Welch and Mr. Indian Agent Daunt, regarding 
conditions at the St. Mary's Indian Residential School, I 
wigh to report that steps have already been taken to minimize he 
“of loss of life by fire. A responsible night watchman has 
béen engaged for duty from 9 P. M. to 6 A. M., at_a monthly 
salary of $60 - the school supplying his board. I do not 
believe it is necessary to secure a certificate covering 
the employment of this man, unless the Auditor General 
demands it. School janitors and caretakers in receipt of 
this salary have not been questioned. A landing net and 
other improvements have been added to the fire escape 
provision. 


It appears that the school and church authorities 
are very much opposed to closing the school until a new 
building can be provided. They are quite satisfied to carry 
on if the Department will continue the services of the night 
watchman, as we have already promised, and if we will spend 
$700 or $800 fixing up the furnace and laundry boilers. I 
believe this should be done and I should be glad to have 
your approval for the expenditure. It 1 also be neces- 
sary to pay $16 per week for a few we s Antil the laundry

I beg to acknowledge receipt of your letter of the 
17th with regard to St.Mary's Mission School, written from 
Kamloopse This reached my office on the 20th on which date 
t was in Vancouver. [I had been to New Westminster on the 
2lst and returned to Victoria on the 22nd and immediately 
wrote to mr.eIndian Agent Daunt on the matter of your suggested 
changee 


Yesterday i received a reply from the Agent in 
which he informs me that he has had a conference with Reverend 
Father Welch, and Reverend Father Maillard, Principal of the 
School, and while in general your views are approved of, it 
is thought that better results would be obtained if outside 
dormitories were erected instead of outside class-rooms. The 
Agent's remarks in this connection are as hereunder quoted, 
and [ am inclined to agree with him. 


“To meet this difficulty, therefore, 1 would 
"suggest that instead of building temporary outside 
*“class-rooms, temporary outside dormitories be 
“erected upon the plan of an Army Hut and capable 
“of accommodating sixty beds each, arranged thirty on each 
“side with a narrow passage down the middle and a door 
®on either end. These could be adequately heated by two 
“stoves each, and would eliminate all danger from fire, 
“the extra cast of their construction over the class- 
®rooms would be very slight, and the buildings themselves 
®could be utilized later for such purposes as manual 
“training etc. inc onnection with the new School when 
*puilt.*. 


In your letter of the 17th you did not intimate as 
to whether the cost of the new buildings would be borne by 
the Department or by the Church authorities, but as Agent Daunt 
states that these buildings could be used later on in connection 
with the new school, when built, I take it that it is expected 
they will be erected at t he cost of the Departmente 


The buildings such as suggested by Mr-Indian Agent 

Daunt would necessarily have to be approximately 180 feet long 
by about 20 feet wide, but I think it would be much more pre- 
ferable to make them wider and shorter in order that there may 
be four rows of fifteen beds as per attached schedulee. These 
buildings would be of frame construction, rustic outside with 
“y"® joint ema sheeting inside, 10 ft. walls and ceiled and 
would give ample cubicle space for sixty persons.

Dear Mr. Litehburn: 


I have your 15/12379 of the 28th ultimo, concerning 
the situation at the St. Mary's Indian Kesidential Sehool. I 
note that the cost of erecting temporary outside dormitories 
would be approximately $12,000. I regret that I cannot 
authorise such an expenditure, as the schowe ic only a temporary 
one. It is quite probable that the new sain building will be 
erected on another site. 


I should be grateful if you would carry out the 
proposal in my letter om Kamloops. You should arrange for 
the erection of an inexpensive building, divided into two 
suitable classrooms. ‘The materials, at a later date, might be 
used for outbuildings at the new school. The heating should 
be by box stove, and, wher making the arrangements, you should 
keep in mind that it is but a temporary plan and that no 
unnecessary expense should be inourred. The only foundation 
required would be wooden sills, and the building need not be 
painted. I would suggest that the cost be not more than 
yo ,000. 


I am satisfied that this arrangement, which you 
are authorized to make, is the most economical and will 
result in the least difficulties in the matter of adminis- 
tration. If the classrooms in the old building are turned 
into dormitories, the supervision will be easier than if two 
outeide buildings were in use.

I beg to acknowledge receipt of your Letter of 
the &th instant with further reference to the proposed 
alterations at st Mary's School, at Mission. 


In reply I beg to say that this letter reached my 
office during my long absence in the North, and this ,with 
alterations going on in the office, as thrown me back con- 
siderably in my work. I may say, however, that your suggestion 
that the children should be removed from the top dormitories 
and the class rooms used for dormitory purposes, and outside 
glass rooms being erected to substitute those at present in 
use, is impossible of accomplishment in view of the fact that 
the class rooms are not large enough to accommodate any more 


than but a small percentage of the pupilse 


On the 9th instant, I made a personal investigation 
of the building and found that except for one dormitory, the 
fire hazardsin the main buildings are no worse than they have 
peen ever since 191le As a matter of fact they are somewhat 
better, as wooden fire escapes have been erected as tne result 
of my inspection and report during that yeare 


These two schools (boys and girls) as you no doubt 
are aware, are at least 150 yards apart with @ chapel building 
between. These puildings are neated by a hot water system, 
the furnace being located in the pasement of the chapel. There 
fore the fire hazard is extremely low. The buildings are old, 
a fact of which we are well aware, but that does not make them 
hazardous. 


In the boys' building, there is one main, large 
dormitory approximately 33'x60' in which there are forty- 
six vedse I ediately over the kitchen there is an attic, 
which has beer up for a dormitory, and this is 20'x36' 
and contains thirteen beds, and to 1ind, whatever fire 
hazard there is about tais pile of buildings, it is in con- 
nection with this small dormitory over the kitchen, for if a 
fire were to take place in the kitchen, the pupils in the small 
dormitory wovld be in a perilous positione

for your information. Although this is a sketch of the 
poys' dormitory, it also shows the relative position of the 
fire escape from tne girls' dormitory. In view of the 

fact that there is not sufficient room in the class-room 

for dormitory purposes, I would recommend that an outside 
class room for the boys be erected and the children in this 
gmall dormitory above referred to be brought downstairs to 
sleep in the present class room which is 18'x24'xl2* and 
capable of holding twenty beds with also room for one of the 
staff. The door leading from the main dormitory to the room 
over the kitchen should be kept closed and locked at all timeSe 


In the girls school, the pupils all sleep in the main 
part of the puilding (heated by not water and lighted by 
electricity). There are forty-three beds in the main dormitory 
which is the same size as that of the boys, and immediately 
below, the room previously used as a sewing room is now utilized 
as a second dormitory. This room is 13'x24'x12" and in it 
there are thirteen beds. The girls class-room, which some years 
ago was in the front part of the building, is now used as a 
sewing-room and a commodious class-room has been erected of 
recent years close to the main building. There is, therefore, 
no necessity in my pinion to do anything more with regard to 
the girls' building except to alter the location of thefire 
escape which goes from the dormitory down beside the kitchen. 


In view of the above, I, therefore, recommend that 
yne fairly large class-room he erected, for the use of the 
boys, isside, as you proposed, and that further attention he 
given to the fire escapes by W ay putting them in a more

In reply to yo letter No. 153-1-5 of the lst, 
instant, regarding conditions at St. Mary's Mission School, 
I beg to inform you that in my opinion, the building is not 
only a fire hazzard, but because of its age, is not properly 
speaking, weatherproof for young children, 


The wind blows in one wall and out the other, and 
wreaths of snow may be seen along the walls, and for that 
matter may be felt round ones neck in bed, 


This has been an exceptionally mild winter so no 
harm has been done, but even so, the cold in the school was 
most marked, and 1 always felt much warmer out on the road 
after leaving it. 


I do not understand your allusion to the constant 
fire patrol, for which the Department is paying? 
According 
to our Records, the last account for this service was passed 
January 31st, 1929, under Voucher No. 549, for $122.00 in 
avour of Rev. E. Maillard, then Principal. The service was 
a temporary one, pending the errection of outside fire escapes, 


Everything about the buildins is so old, that apart 
from cold and draughts, it is never safe from fire, and such is 
the opinion of the local fire brigade. There is no doubt that 
this School should be one of the first to be renewed when the 
Department is able to undertake such work,

A competent 
man should be employed without delay for this 
service. The Department will sllow a grant of 
up to $50 a month for the purpose. The Reverend 
Principal and yourself should secure a reliable 
man immediately and have him make constant patrol 
of the school building while others are off duty. 
He should be paid by school cheque and, once every 
six months, you may prepare a voucher, in dup- 
licate, in favour of the Rev. Principal, for the 
amount of our grant. On the face of the voucher , 
refer to the payment as grant towards the cost, 
etc.

nspection of the ST. MARY'S M SSION INDIAN RES. SCHOOL 
on November 24 & 25, 1931. 


Original on File 155-1-6. 


Fire Protection: - I wish to recommend that six 10 in. lire Gongs 
be placed in the school, and two 6 in. Gongs, one in each class- 
\ room. The work of installing these Gongs and the necessary 

batteries and wiring could be done by the boys under instruction. 

Fire drills are held regularly. At the one 
which took place during my inspection, the children were most 
orderly and showed that they had been well trained. With regard 
to the fire risk in these old buildings, there is nothing to add 
to my previous report. The Principal informs me that no heaters 
are kept alight at night and that a watchman is employed during 
the winter. 


Dormitories:- The Principal has purchased four beds since my last 
report. Tn that report I stated that 20 new beds were badly needed. 
I have now to ask that 16 new beds be supplied. The dormitories are 
kept perfectly clean. There is no suspicion of overcrowding. 


Sanitary Conditions:- In the boys' kitchen, another large sink is 
ret. The boys of the Manual Training class would be able to 
erect this, should the Department provide the actual sink itself. 
This would cost about 10,00. 
{he outside Boys' Toilet is now too far gone to be worth 

, any repair. I strongly recommend that the school be given 4100.00 
worth of the necessary lumber and the boys will be able, under their 
Manual Training Instructor, to erect a new set of outside toilets. 
This matter is now urgent. Nothing could possibly be done with the 
present Boys' Toilets which are a wreck, 

The laundry building as reported early this year is a new 
building. It contains the usual tubs, two washing machines, and an 
extractor. About 1000 pieces of laundry go throuch the machines 
weekly. The boiler appears to be working in a more satisfactory 
manner lately. I have suggested to the Principal and would recommend 
to the Department that wooden guards be placed to protect children 
from the wheels and belts of the extractor and washing machines. 


Woodshed:- ‘The roof of the woodshed is in a perfectly hopeless con- 
dition. Roush lumber to the value of not more than 150. is required 
to rebuild this most necessary woodshed. The above sum would include 
the necessary shingles. Some rough poles would be also required. 
These the boys could cut in the woods. The boys of the Manual Yrain- 
ing Class, working under their instructor, could easily construct 
the required woodshed. I would recommend that the rough lumber and 
shingles be provided by the Department. 


Farming:- The roof of the old machinery shed is in a hopeless con- 
Tition. It could be repaired or rather reshingled by the boys of the 
Manual Training Class, if the necessary shingles were provided by 
the Department. As Number 2 shingles would be satisfactory on the 
roof of this shed, I consider that the total cost of the necessary 
shingles would not exceed $10.00 and the rough lumber for sheeting 
another $35.00. The total cost with nails would not exceed ‘50.00. 


Stock: - I wish to recommend the provision of about fifty young 
apple trees of approved variety. A number of blanks should be filled 
in the "Hill Side" orchard, and additions should be made to the 
orchards. The young trees would not cost the Department a large sum 


and the benefit in the years to come to the children at the school 
would be great.

to reouest that you will furnish a recom endstion rerardine the 
supplyinre of vongs. You should estate the number and size 
required. It should not be necessery to supply the number of 
ones recommended by the Inspector. Only the number of songs 
cousidered by you to be absolutely necess*ry should be considered. 


The Inspector states that the outside toilet for the 
boys is beyond repair. He recommends that the necessary lumber 
be furnished and that the boys, under the supervision of the 
manual training {netructor, could erect a new set of outside 
toilets. The Department will approve of an expenditure not 
exceeding the sum of $100 bein i n the purchase of 
the lumber required, and you may § rani for the purchase and 
delivery of same. 


The Inspector also recom ende that wooden uards be 
placed around the extractor and washine machines in the leundry, 
in order to protect the children from co tact with the wheels and 
belt. The Inspector Atgsoussed thie matter with the Principal. 
Plense instruct the Principal to aTranre to have satisfactory 
wards placed where reauired around the laundry equipment. 


The Inepector has 2180 Arewn attention to the condition 
f the woodshed. He states that it should be rebuilt, vs the 
oof is in a hopeless condition, end thet, if rouch lumber and 
shingles were supplied, the boys of the manual training class 
could make the necessary repairs. I shell be pleased to have 
a report from you regarding the repairs required and the cost 
of supplyine the materiel mecesssTy in havine the woodshed repaired.

‘The chemical for fighting apparatus had been 
properly refilled, and will be again recharged during the 
summer holidays. the crops on the school farm seem to be 
very good indeed this year. However, 4s already known to 
the department this is a very old building, and not at all 


easy to keep in good order.

The whole brickwork of this boiler is in a very poor condition, 
and many eracks are showinge Attempts have been made to prevent 
them getting worse but with poor successe 


This boiler was not properly instelled at first, the supporting

On July 17th and 18th, 19 23, I made an inspection of the 
mechanical plant of thie School, which consists of, 


One Horizontal retum tubular boiler, 60" Diameter, 
ana 14" long, having seventy 3" x 14° tubes using 
steam at 15 Lbe per square inch, rated at 90 HePe, 
built in Ontario in 1913, but not registered in BeCe, 
usei to supply steam to the various wings of the 
Schoole 


One Vertical tubuler boiler 20" x 44" having fourteen 
2" x 22" tubes built in B.C. in 1929, rated 4e3 HePe 
and numbered 30000 B.Ce, supplying steam at 150 Lbe 
per square inch, used for the laundry machinery, ete, 
algo machines used for canning fruit, etce 


Ontario Boiler, no BeCe Num bere 


This boiler is in a very poor and even dangerous condi tione 
There was no basement under the School and a boiler room 
was constructed at the rear of the Duilding by making an 
excavation 25 ft. deep and installing the boiler in the 
bottom, leading the steam mains and returns to the verious 
winge of the School through the ground without any protection 
against the conductivity of the soil, which in this case will 
tale up approximately 40% of the boiler powers and their 
installation is very rigid. This boiler room is very poorly 
ventilated, damp and absolutely dangereus, as from its 
position it collects all the seepage from the high hill at 
the rear of the school, and it is badly drainede I was 
informed that when it was installed @ wooden drain was put 
in dut it has rotted away and caved ine I would like to point 
out that, as it is at present, should a leak of any magnitude 
take place the attendant might be very badly burnt before he 
could get out, as this boiler contains approximately 12 tons 
of boiling water and steam. Sven if the attendant got out the 
steam and hot water would prevent anyone from getting down 
there andi putting out the fire, so in thet case the boiler 
would be badly damaged or even ruinede 


Owing to the poor ventilation the boiler has been badly 
sweating which has caused considerable extemal corrosion 
on both tube plates and tre nlates exposed to the firee To 
prevent this, at the close of the firing season the boiler 
shoulda be thoroughly cleaned off, painted and left drye

The Department has received the report of Mr. 
.¢, J. Arnall, Engineer, Dominion Public Works Department, 
on his inspection, last summer, of the boilers at the St. 
Mary's Mission Indian Residential School. 


with reference to Boiler No. 3000 B. C., he states 
that he found same in very good condition but recommended 
that the fusible plug be renewed. You should have the 
engineer of the school renew the plug. Concerning this 
poiler, he stated that there was very little internal cor~- 
rosion but that it is one third too small for economical 
operation. 


Regarding the Ontario boiler (no B. C. No.) I 
enclose copy of his report on its condition. You will note 
that the Inspector pointed out to the Principal of the 
School and his Engineer the temporary repairs which could 
be carried out to strengthen the weak parts. He states 
that these repairs would not involve very great expense 
and that, with care, the boiler would last the coming 
firing season. The Department will have no funds this 
year to provide the cost of supplying end installing a new 
boiler. You should see that the engineer of this school 
makes the temporary repairs, as suggested by the Inspector. 
It is hoped that, as a result, this boiler will be service- 
able during the coming winter. It is noted thot the 
Inspector did not issue 4 certificate for this boiler. He 
4s not being asked to make another inspection, but the 
school engineer should carry out his recommendations, as

entirely and the outside repaired considerably. A new 
safety valve has been installed and 4 successful effort 
made to overcome the rigidity of the system by placing 
an expansion- joint in the main. The drainage system has 
been altered somewhat, and in the heavy rains of this 
Autumn much improverent was noticeable. An effort is 
being made to provide better vantilation for the poiler- 
roome 


The School have gone to a very c¢ nsiderable 
expense this Fall to reduce the loss of heat in transit: 
the mains and returns have all been bared and covered 
anew, this time in heavy cedsr boxing filled with first- 


class insulation and enclosed in iouble saturated craft

Our Letimates for the coming fiecal year are 
made up and before the Treasury Board. it is therefore 
unlikely that it will be possible to provide a grant for 
any inereased enrolment at this echool for the coming fiscal 


year. I have noted thet the drainage, water supply and 
heating arrangenents have been greatly improved and also 
that good dormitery accommodation is provided for an 
increased pupilage and fire hazard greatly reduced. 


It ie noted that the Principal intends to 
visit the Department and that he will submit blue prints 
showing all changes carried out in the buildings.

MEMORANDUM 


Tne Honourable the Superintendent General - 


Attached is a memorandum from Mr. Sutherland 
with regard to the necessity for a new boiler in the 
St. Mary's residential school, New Westminster, B.C. 


This is the type of difficulty that confronts 
us repeatedly in connection with buildings owned by 
the Churches where we pay per capita grants. It is 
still an open auestion as to the responsibility for 
additions and repairs that may be required from time to 
time. 


In the present instance, in view of the fact 
that the Church has incurred expense in the way of 
additions and alterations to the buildings and we heave 
inereased the number of pupils eligible for the per 
capita grant, I would recomnend that the expenditure 
be authorized for the installation of a new boiler 
as requested.

Referring to your letter of the 20th ultimo, 
enclosing a communication which you received from the 
principal of the St. Mary's Mission Indian Residential 
school, with regard to the condition of one of the boilers, 
I would request thet you obtain an estimate of the actual 
cost of the installation and repairs, as recommended by 
the Engineer, Department of Public Works, who inspected 
this boiler in August, last. 


It is noted, the Engineer required the renewing 
of 70 - 14 ft. 3 in. tubes - to be annealed before being 
installed, rolled and beaded at each end; that a hydro- 
static gauge, 3 test cocks end 2 water gauges be provided; 
that the boiler be raised and placed on steel girders; 
and that new etaire be put in, leading away from the boiler 
as exit through the side wall of the poiler room. 


For your information, I may say that there is 
available, in our Appropriation for the present fiscal 
year, the sum of $2,000 for the boiler repairs and alter- 
ations to the boiler room. It is hoped, however, that 
the work required in the repairs to the boiler and 
alterations will not exceed to any great extent your 


figure of $1,000. 


I shall be pleased if you will report, at an 
early date, full particulars end cost of what is required 
to place the heating equipment at this school ina 
satisfactory condition. No doubt, you have a copy of 
the report of the Engineer who idnepected the boiler, dated 
August 29th, last.

‘ire Protection:- In my last report 1 j at four new 

‘ire ‘scapes had been erec ‘or some 
reason the iron ladders at the bottom of these escapes stop 
short about eight feet from the ground. ooden ladders, kept 
in a shed somewhere, are supposed to be placed at the bottom 
of escapes by the first pupil down. This is a very bad plan 
indeed and would of course hold up the escape of the pupils 
juring an actual fire. 

Owing to the terrible weather conditions 
Il could not possibly hold a Fire Jrill myself, and I would 
hesitate to hold a drill down the present iron fire escapes, 
particularly in very cold weather. in my opinion about seven 
feet of iron ladder should be at once added to each of the 
four fire escapes to take them to the ground or within a4 
foot of it. This would make the holding of Fire Drills 
possible except in the worst weather and the children would 
have reasonable protection in case of fire. hould it b 
argued that boys would climb the escapes if ich iron extensions 
be added, I may say that with wooden ladders available they 
can do this now. 

In my last report, lL mentioned that eight 
new Fire Extinguishers had been asked for, and though 1 looked 
for these, I was not able to trace them. jiome of the present 
old extinguishers might be used in such places as the Manual 
Training Shop, but lL feel certain that more extinguishers are 
needed here at Mission. 

inile there is good pressure in the pipes 
should it be necessary to fight a small fire, the ire Hose 
is not sufficient. The Reverend Principal is measuring the 
extra quantity of hose necessary to give protection and will 
communicate with the Department through the Indian Agent. 

I understand that the school authorities are prepared to build 
small hose sheds near the outside ‘ire Hydrants or ‘tand Pipes. 
l am informed that though dug out twice a year these outside 
ire Hydrants become rusted below ground level and could not 
possibly be turned on in case of fire at times other than 
immediately after attention has been siven to them as mentioned. 

The Fire Alarm system is not a meneral one. 
The buildings are scattered. 1 do think that several new 
alarm bells are required which should include at least two 
large gongs on the Boys' and Girls' sides respectively. 

ith such gongs in operation general Yire Drills could be 
practised. 

In general I may say that while the 
construction of the new buildings and repairs to the old 
have greatly reduced the fire risk at this school, 1 

ATISFISD WITH PRESENT C INDITIONS. I woul therefore ask 

that the Department would have 4 general survey of this school 
made with regard to Fire Control with a view to the further 
reduction of risk to the children and staff, and that they 

ask for the views of the Indian Agent in this matter. 1 now 
that the present Principal is not satisfied and understand that 
he is writing to the Department at about the same time as this 
report goes forward to Ottawa.

With reference to your letter dated the 
6th of February, File No.155-1-5, regarding Fire 
Appliances at St. Mary's Mission Imian Residential 
School. 


I beg to report that I went over this 
School very carefully with the Reverend Principal. It 
so happened that Mr. C.F. Dawson, District Resident 
Architect, Dominion Department of Public Works , Victoria, 
was in Mission on business for his ow Department and I 
availed myself of his expert advice, as the matter 
appeared to be rather a large one. 


T em attaching hereto for your information, 
a Schedule showing the additions recommended by Mre 
Dawson to bring the School in line with the requirements 
for buildings erected by the Dominion Department of 
Public Workse This School, however, is not Government 
owned, but is the property of the Oblate Order, and per~- 
haps the question of whether we have a liability for 
structural additions to a non-Government building may 
arise. 


I have obtained preliminary estimates for 
the improvements suggested and the total is rather alarm- 
ing, but it seems to me that we could considerably reduce 
the figure while maintaining a reasonably secure fire 
servicee The cost of the additions to the Fire Escapes, 
as outlined in the Schedule, is as follows:= 


Westminster Iron Works Limited $3,290.00 


Vancouver Art Metal Works Limi ted- -- 1,636.00 


Both these figures are for the same Depart- 
ment of Public Works specifications, which are attached 
for your information. 


The Hydrants, extinguishers, gongs, hose 
and reels, pipe etce, are quoted by Andrew Sheret Limited, 
of Vancouver, at $1,485.59, so the total cost would be 
somewhere about $3,121.00. 


FIRE ESCAPES- There are, at present, two escapes at 
the rear of the Girls’ building, the top of both opening 
out of the large dormitory on the third floor. I think 
there should be a counter-balanced addition to the foot 
of both of these to admit of the rapia clearance of 
childrene 


It was suggested that we should build a 
large V shaped one on the front of the building, which

BOYS' BUILDING- There are also two Escapes here, 
and two more are suggested from the third storey to 
the ground at a cost of $437.00 and one from rear gable 
extension to groum at $221.00, but here again I think 
that counter-balanced additions to the bottom of the two 
existim escapes at a cost of about $282.00 would suffice. 
his would save $658.00 on this building. 


PREVENTORIUM- One Escape from second-floor to ground 
is suggested at a cost of $144.00, and I consider this 
to be imperative, as in the event of fire our patients in 
the Preventorium would be in grave danger without it. 


The Fire Escape situation might, therefore, 
be met in a fairly adequate manner for an expenditure of 
a little over $700.00, though this would not, I understam, 
bring it in line with Government architectural standards, 
which wuld cost according to my lowest bid $1,636.00. 


EXTINGUISHERS- A total of 33 at $14.00 each was 
suggested, but |. think a lesser quantity would suffice. 
Provision was made for three on each floor of both the 
Girls* and Boys’ buildings or 18 in all. This seems 
rather excessive and I think might be reduced with safety. 
Similarly you will note that in the Preventorium building 
six are recommended and I think this might be cut down. 

I would also eliminate two in the Bakery Building and two 
out of the four in the Barn. 


GONGS- A total of six gongs at $16.95 each is mene 
tioned, being three in the Boys" building and three in 


the Girls* building. It seems to me that two in each 
building should be ample. 


HYDRANTS- Six are suggested. The six inch main 
runs a@long the rear of the buildings and it is proposed 
to place a hydrant at the rear of the Girls’ building, 
Preventorium and Boys’ building, and another in front of 
both Boys’ and Girls’ buildings. These latter would have 
to be connected up with the main at rear by four inch 
pipe. Another Hydrant is proposed for Barn, the cost of 
these is quoted at $62.37 each and the pipe (ahout 200 
feet) at $152.40. I think we could eliminate the two 
front hydrants and connecting pipe, as the 750 feet of 
hose suggested should be ample from any one of the rear 
hydrantse 


HOSE- Three reels each with 250 feet of 2% inch 
hose are necessary. The reels are quoted at $63.80 each, 
the hose 3 x 250 feet at $55.13 comes to $165.39 and 
nozzles etc. about $19.47-

I wish to assure you, however, 
at the outset, that I will be only too pleased to hear from you at 
any time in future and I will promise to reply more promptly. 


I agree with you that the preventorium is an excellent idea 
and I can understand why you consider you should have slightly more 
to say in the management of it. Of course, the supervision of the 
preventorium and the regulations governing it come under the Medical 
Branch and it is not possible for me to make any changes in any of 
the instructions that they have given you. If you have not already 
done so, my suggestion would be for you to personally see Dr.

As requested I made an inspection of the 
above water system on December 6th, 1937, and again on 
February 10th and 15th. 

I found, as had been reported by the school 
authorities, that the reservoir was leaking, apparently 
through the sides and bottom. Owing to winter condit- 
jons obtaining, with the ground saturated, it was 
aifficult to determine just how much was seepage from 
the reservoir and how much surface drainage and ground 
seepage. I found that little can be done to overcome 
the loss until dryer conditions prevail about midsummer. 
The flow of the creek is at present quite ample to supply 


all requirements and make good the loss by seepage. 


The cost of effecting repairs to the reservoir 


should not exceed $250.00. 


POLLUTION OF WATER SUPPLY 

In addition to the inspection of the reservoir 
I went over the watershed of the streams supplying the 
school and found a condition likely to have more serious 
consequences than the loss of water reported. 

Several houses have recently been erected in 
close proximity to the reservoir, one house being 
located within ten feet of the creek about 100 yards 
upstream from the reservoir. ‘the probability of the 
school's water supply being affected appeared so certain 
that I had samples of the creek water taken for exam-

It is evident that the water supply is 


being polluted, probably from the sources above 

referred to. The condition has been reported to the 

Indian Agent for action by the Medical Health Officer. 
‘he situation is not gatisfactory and 

steps should be taken to overcome the possibility 

of pollution of the creek, or @ new source developed 


for the school's domestic supplye 


SOURCE OF SUPPLY 

The source from which the school obtains 
its water supply is a small unnamed creek near the 
northwest boundary of the school property. ‘The creek 
in dry weather is fed by seepage from 4 high bank 
paralleling the course of the creek for a quarter mile 
or more. The dry weather flow is about 0035 CefsSe 
but in winter the flow is {nereased by surface drain- 


age to several times that rate. The area from which 
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surface drainage affects the creek does not exceed 
150 acres. All of the area is alienated and with the 
exception of several lots near the reservoir is unoccup@ 
jed and little of it is developed, 

The creek has been an unfailing source of 
supply for the school for a great many years. 


Appended is 4 vlan of the area referred to. 


WATER SYSTEM 


The water supply system comprises a storage 
reservoir of about 30,000 gallons capacity and a pipe- 
line of sufficient size to provide for fire protec- 
tion and power requirements. About 10 years ago the 
system was rebuilt, at which time the reservoir was 
enlarged to its present size. It is a wood-lined 


excavation at one side of the creek and is uncovered, 


LOSS FROM RESERVOIR 


About one year after the reservoir was rée=- 
constructed in 1927, leaks developed through the bottom 
and sides. Some repairs were carried out but were 
not entirely effectiveeds the loss was not sufficient 
to cause an interruption of the service a large 
expenditure was considered unwarranted. More recently 
the leakage has increased and on several occasions 
during the past two years there have been shortageSe 
The diminished supply, although not affecting the 


schoolts domestic requirements, might present @ serious 


a4ifficulty in case of fire and, of course, the output 


of the power plant is reduced at times. 


REPLACEMENT OF RESERVOIR 


It is uncertain whether any measures taken 


for the reduction of seepage losses from the reservoir 
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would be effective for any lengthy period. The timber 
lining is showing evidence of decay in places and the 
probability is that replacement will pe required 
pefore many years. It would probably be desirable to 
consider immediate replacement of the reservoir by a 
tank, more particularly since the area in the vicinity 
of the reservoir is being developed and pollution 
of the water supply on that account is likely to occur 
from time to time,if not continuously. 

At the same time the point of intake could 
be moved upstream from the present location and above 


the probable sources of pollution. 


PROTECTION OF WATER SUPPLY 

With the object of securing for the school 
a reasonably safe source of water supply, I would 
recommend that the following course of development be 


proceeded withe 


(a) - Secure as much of the area adjacent to the source 


of the creek as possible, namely - Lots 2ll, 210, 

209; about 8 or 10 acres of the S..corner of 

the Cade state, and the parcel marked Lot 9 on 

the accompanying plen. Sehedule of land owner- 

ship is attached he re tO« 

rence off the area surrounding the source of supply 

and construct an intercepting ditch to carry off 

surface drainage. 

frect a covered tank on Lot 213 and move the 

point of diversion to 4 point in Lot 2ll, just east 

of the road allowancée 

I would suggest that the land may be secured 

either by purchase or exchange for some of the unused 
school land in Lot 4 Group 3, and Lots 204, 205 and 213. 


It need not necessarily be carried out at once but as 


opportunity presents itself. At present the owner of 
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Lots 210 and 211 will exchange for the school lots 
204 and 205, and will remove his house for a consider- 
ation of $200. and provide right-of-way for pipeline 
over the exchanged land. ¥or the present this exchange 
would permit of the development recommended and pro- 
bably remove the chief danger of pollution. 
cost 

The development suggested would require an 
outlay of approximately $4100. exclusive of land 
purchased or exchanged. ‘the immediate requirements, 
changing the point of intake and erecting & new storage 
tank would require an outlay of about $3050.00. 
ALTERNATIVES 

Alternative to the changes recommended 
would be the development of wells, close to the school, 
as a source of domestic supply only - maintaining the 
existing system in its present condition for fire pro- 
tection and power purposese Such a source would pro- 
bably provide a reasonably safe supply. The cost, 
however, for a pressure service is likely to be greater 
than that of the changes suggested. 

Chlorination of the present supply as an 
alternative to the changes recommended should not be 
considered until all other reasonable measures have 
been taken to protect it. 

RECOMM™NDATION 

I would recommend that the changes mentioned 
be carried out at the earliest moment possible and 
that the whole programme outlined be given consideration 
at an early date.

Commissioner, Mre Webb recently had Mr. Warren make an in- 
vestigation of conditions at the above storage dam which is 
part of the water supply system serving the Mission Indian 
Residential Sehool at Mission, British Columbia. A copy of 
Mr. Warren's report dated Merch 10th, 1938, is attached. 


Apparently the request for this inspection 
arose out of the fact that the storage reservoir was leaking. 
However, when investigating the condition of the storage dam 
Mr. Warren found that some people had taken up residénce in 
close proximity to the creek above the storage works and there 
was thus so much possible chance for contemination of the 
water supply that Mr. Warren decided it was advisable to ex- 
tend his investigations to include a complete survey of the 
water supply system at this schoole 


Samples of the water were obtained and upon 
analysis, show that there was contamination taking place. 
Immediately this information was available the local agent 
was edvised so that he could have the school authorities take 
the necessary precautions to protect the school population. 
Mr. “arren's report, as to suggested action,may be divided 
into three parts:- 


(1) For temporary repairsof the storage reservoir it 
is estimated that $250.00 would be required. This 
expenditure would however in no way improve sanitary 
conditions nor could it be guaranteed that further 
leakage might not occur in the future. 


For an estimated expenditure of $35,050.00 a new 
storage tank could be erected and the point of 

intake for the water supply might be changed. This 
would be permanent construction work along the lines 
of a complete system recommended by Mr. Warren and 
would do away with the present open reservoir and 

at least considerably improve sanitery conditions by 
eliminating part of the possible sources of contamin- 
ation. 


A complete development that would as far es reason- 
ably possible,do away with chances of contamination 
of the water and provide a satisfactory service 
water supply system - it is estimated by Mr. Warren 
to cost 4,100.00, exclusive of land purchase 
or exchange. This third scheme would involve the 
securing of certain areas adjacent to the creek from 
Je Me Wardle, Esq., which water is obtained and the removal of some

houses now on this land. 


On the basis of ultimate costs, it will be noted 
that Mr. Warren is not in favour of drilling wells. Neither 
does he recommend treating the present water supply until all 
reasonable measures have been taken to protect it. 


From the information available, there does not seem 
to be any doubt but that something should be done with regard 
to existing conditions at this school insofar as the water 
supply is concerned. It is, of course, recognized that the 
work that can be done is dependent upon funds available. How-~- 
ever, under the circumstances, it hardly seems worth while con- 
sidering the first proposition, namely, the spending of $250.00 
merely to make temporary repairs to the reservoir and leave the 
present unsanitary conditions. The expenditure of $5,050.00 
however under the second scheme would apparently give worth 
while results and if it is not felt that the whole scheme in- 
volving the expenditure of $4,100.00 can be undertaken this year, 
it is recommended that if at all possible provision should be 
made for at least undertaking the work involved in scheme No.2.

Dear Sir: 


I beg to acknowledge your 153-1-5, of the 12th instant, 
referring to the contamination of the water supply system at the 
St. Mary's Mission Indian Residential School. I beg to inform 
you that I have this day interviewed Mr. Webb and Mr. Warren, our 
Engineers, in this matter. The whole issue is somewhat 
complicated. 


Firstly, there would appear to be no doubt that this 
water supply is contaminated, and further, with further settlement 
higher up the creek it is likely to be even further contaminated 
in the future. I first ascertained from Mr. Webb as to whether 
should we expend the $4,100.00 suggested to put in fresh works 
if that would actually solve the problem and prevent further 
contamination. Mr. Webb stated that it would probably do so 
temporarily but could give no guarantee that it would do so should 
further parties settle higher up the creek, as they are apparently 
proposing to do. The other alternative is the purchase outright 
or part exchange of land, but there would appesr to be a hitch also 
in this procedure as it is difficult at the moment to say how much 
land would have to be purchased or exchanged in order to get com- 
plete immunity from contamination. The other alternative that 
suggested itself to me would be for the school to hook up with the 
Mission City water system, 4 matter of connecting up for 500 or 
600 feet. I therefore telephoned Indian Agent Daunt this afternoon 
to ascertain the possibilities of connecting up with the Mission 
City water system, and as soon as he has any data upon this, he 
is to let me know. 


In the meanwhile, owing to the possible danger of con- 
tamination at any time, I have jssued orders to Indian Agent Daunt 
to order in writing that the School authorities see that all water 
now being used for drinking purposes is boiled. He is to send me

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a copy of his letter to the Principal. He, however, informs 
me that both Dr. McQuarrie and himself have already instructed 
the Principal to that effect, though not in writing. 


As soon, therefore, as I hear from Mr. Daunt as to 
the possibilities of linking up with the Mission City water 
system, I will let you know. 


In the meanwhile I should like to know exactly what 
the feelings of the Department are towards expenditure of any 
kind in this case, having in view the fact that the school and 
grounds are not Government property, as most of our residential 
schools are. Is it considered that we should be responsible 
for works of this kind on what is, I presume, private property, 
or is it considered that the onus is upon the owners, and that 
when paid a per capita grant that protection of this sort should 
be given by then. I ask this because I am not quite clear as 
to what angle should be taken in viewing the matter in general.

I am enclosing the estimate and letters on 
the dam and the surrounding properties.

In a communication received from the Department 
dated 27th August last, File 155-1-5, it is stated that: 
"the land at present used by the school is owned by the 
Church authorities." This remark was made in connection 
with the water supply question for St. Mary's Indian 
Residential School, Mission, B. C. 


I happened to mention this fact to Mr. Webb, of 
the Dominion Water and Power Branch and he stated to me that 
some years ago in the late Mr. Ditchburn's time when the 
Water Power Branch was building the said water system for 
the School, the question of easement over the land arose, 
and Mr. Ditchburn in a letter dated August 3lst, 1927 (a copy 
of which is on file here) stated that "so far as District 
Lot No. 2 is concerned, this Department pays the annual 
taxes on the same and holds a lien against the property 
covering the value of a new barn erected a few years ago 
at a cost of about $11,000.00. District Lot No. 2 comprises 
155 acres and is deemed to be sufficient for all purposes in 
connection with the maintenance of the School. The Roman 
Catholic Church or Oblate Fathers own the balance of the 
property mentioned in my letter." 


On December lst, 1930, Mr. Ditchburn in writing to 
Indian Agent Daunt said "that in view of the fact that I 
ascertained whilst at Mission that Lot 2, Group 35, Tp. 17, on 
which St. Mary's Mission Residential School is located, is ex- 
empt from taxation by the Municipality of the District of 
Mission, no account for taxes should therefore be sent to 
Ottawa for payment. The whole of Lot 2 was exempted in 1925 
from the payment of Municipal taxes but through some error 
on the part of the Church authorities, accounts have been 
sent in for the taxation of Lot 3, which, though adjacent to 
school property, has no connection with Lot No. 2, which is 
exempted."

of the land for the Mission School is private prop- 
erty and does not belong «o the Government. As an 
alternative, they stat d that they would pay the 
$1,900 required for the construction of a dam: 
This $1,900 being according to the tenders submit- 
ted by contrectors. The Sehool authorities are to be 
responsible for this construction but, of course, to 
submit prover accounts 4s usual. 


I em informed thet this sum of money is not 
to be taken from eny engineering appropriation in con- 
nection with irrigation or other works by BeCe, but is 
to be taken direct from an appropriation set epart for 
School an ‘ducation purposes. I presume thet after 
this work is completed the Department will require thet 
the construction be passed upon as satisfactory before 
they pay the $1,900.

I have to refer to your letter of the Sth 
ultimo, in connection with the application of St. 
Mary's Indian Residential School for 4 grant for 
repairs, advising that a balance of $1175.32 would remain 
from the appropriation for this school after payment for 
the work outlined in Mr. Indian Agent Daunt's letter of 
May 20th. 


T am enclosing herewith Mr. Daunt's further letter 
of July llth, accompanied by 4 letter from the Rev. Principal, 
and tenders secured by hin, for additional work enumerated by 
Mr. Daunt, amounting to $1,082.47. 


It will be observed that $500.00 of this amount is 
for an initial payment of $500.00 on an automatic coal stoker 
for the School's heating plant. If this proposition is 
acceptable to the Department, it would appear to me that 
it would be preferable to meke this in the fom of a cash 
grant to the School and permit the Rev. Principal to carry 
on his own negotiations in respect to the stoker in order 
to avoid any future difficulty that may arise in this 
connection during the period of paying off the balance due 
on the outfit. Otherwise, I would approve of Mr. Daunt's 
recommendation that the application be given favourable con- 
sideration and would appreciate your further advice in due 
course.

Dear Father Fleury: 


I have your letter of the 22nd instant re- 
garding the second part of your estimates. These 
have already been received from Indian Commissioner 
MacKay's office and arrangements are being made to 
purchase the supplies requested. 


I regret, however, that we cannot see our 
way clear to allowing an amount of $500.00 toward 
the purchase of an automatic stoker. Apparently 
your idea is that the amount of ~500.00 would be 
used as a first payment. Present regulations make 
it impossible for us to allow a grant in this manner. 


If you found it possible to pay the full 
account for the stoker and forwarded us a receipted 
bill to that effect we might be able to arrange to 
allow you $500.00 toward its cost but [ am not even 
certain that we could do this, although we have made 
such payments in the past. You will note the 
distinction -- in the one case the stoker has been 
paid for and we are just assisting in its cost; in 
the other case the auditor would question the payment 
as he would point out that we have no guarantee that 
the balance would be paid. I say this in no spirit 
of reflection on yourself but you will understand that 
auditors regard these matters in a very hard-boiled 
attitude.

Dear Mr. Phelan; 


I am writing you in regard to the 
estimates for proposed repairs at the St. Mary's Ine 
dian Residential School for this summer. It has been 
found necessary to change some of the items due to 
emergencies that have recently arisen. You can well 
understand these alterations in view of the fact that 
my previous list of proposed repairs was dated July léth, 
1940, and forwarded to Mr. Daunt under that date. At 
the time the repairs listed on the previous list seemed 
the most urgent, but a year has passed since then and 
we are confronted with new and more urgent problems. 


The former list called for repairs to 
the boys' building, the gymnasium and installations in 
the cannery and certain washrooms. Now, I consider it 
more important to have repairs made to our water pipe- 
line, corrections made in the wiring of the adminstration 
building and additional lengths of hose supplied. The 
installatione in the cannery is still an important item 
as well as several paint jobs in certain rooms of the 
schoole ‘The total amount will run about the same 4s on 
the vrevious list. To explain the changes I might mention 
that last winter we had considerable trouble with leaks 
in part of the pipe-line, where the pressure is greatest. 
The fire we had last fall revealed that many sections of 
our fire hose is not in very good condition. I have el- 
ready spent quite @ sum standardizing our wiring and would 
like to finish it this summer. These three items with the 
installations in the cannery and the paint work should 
reach about the same total as the previous list amounted 
toe I want you to have this information about the change 
in our list so that you will understand why it is necessary. 
I am at present securing quotations on the above work, which 
I will forward to Mr. Daunt, within a few days.

Dear Mr. ‘Hoey: 


When the Provincial of the Oblate Fathers was here a few weeks ago 
I discussed with him the possibility of having a Junior High School attached 
to the Catholic Indian Residential School at Mission which would comprise 
Grades VII, VIII, and IX, to which would be recommended Indian children from 
any of our Catholic schools for special teaching and study hours in those 
grades. 


To make this possible it would be necessary to have 


1. ‘Two additional rooms, one for boys on the boys side 
and one for girls on the girls side. 


Permission from the Government to allow elegible 
boys and girls to be transferred from other schools 
to this school 


3. Properly qualified first-class teachers, one for 
boys and one for girls. 


We have felt for a long time that such a school might encourage the 
Indian children to advance a little higher in education and also fit the 
elegible ones among them to give leadership among their people when they 
grow older. 


Knowing how interested you have always been in the welfare of the 
Indian people and your sympathetic understanding of our Indian problems here, 
I would be glad to have your advice on this important matter. 


We hope to have a meeting of our missionaries and principals of 
our Indian schools in the week following Easter at Kamloops, having in view 
the advancement and care of the Indian people in these difficult times. 


Assuring you of our keen appreciation of all your efforts on behalf 
of the Indian people and of your assistance at all times, I beg to remain 
with kind personal regards

I received your kind letter of March 27th regarding the possibility of 
beginning a Junior High School either at Mission City or Kamloops. 


The matter same up at the meeting of the missionaries and principals of 
Indian Schools held at Kamloops on April 7th and 8th. The consensus of opin- 
ion was that Kamloops would be the better place and would be more central for 
our work on the Missions and the climate would also be more conducive to the 
health of the children. 


We would appreciate first permission from the Government to allow eligible 
boys and girls to be transferred from other schools to this proposed school, 
which would simply be two additional rooms, one on the boys side and one on the 
girls side, and for which we would try to provide first-class teachers, one for 
boys and one for girls. Nothing radical is contemplated and if the permissicn 
to transfer eligible boys and girls was obtained, we would proceed slowly to 
perfect such a Junior High School. 


Captain Barry was unable to be present at the Conference on account of 
sickness at that particuler time, but the two days were profitably spent in 
convention in the interests of the Indian people. 


We appreciate very much your sympathetic understanding of the work here 
at all times and for which we are very grateful.

Dear Mr. Daunt; 


I am enclosing herewith quotations, covering different items 
of repairs and equipment, as stated in my estimates of last 
year. ‘The delay in submitting these quotations is not at all 
to my liking, but can be very well understood, due to present 
restrictions on labour and material. I understand that the 
Department has allowed a sum for our expenditure on repairs 
and equipment and I would greatly appreciate your help in pre- 
senting these quotations to the vepartment as quickly as pos- 
sible, so that there will not be a further delay. The enclo- 
sed quotations cover the following items: 


Alterations to girls' recreation hall 175.00 
Repairs to boys' building 955.00 
Repairs to boiler 22.50 
Repairs in laundry 39.50 , 
Dairy equipment 176.00 175-°° 
Laundry equipment 720.00 
Lumber for coal shed 150.00 


A-B. The work on the boys’ and girls’ buildings is especially 
imperative, as it will relieve the crowded condition of the 
present time. During the past few years, we have been prac- 
tically forced to take in more children, and in thus trying 

to co-operate with the Department and the Indians, we find the 
changes most urgent. Moreover, there are certain features of 
these buildings which need repair badly. 


CG. The brick-work on the front of the boiler needs to be re- 
newed, to prevent the plate from bending. ie have recently 
installed a large automatio stoker and the repairs to the 
brick will greatly assist the stoker's efficiency. 


De In order to keep the laundry from getting too hot and there- 
by cause hardship on the children and staff, I wish to replace 
the laundry stove, which is worn out, with 4 brick insulated 
stove. On this item and the preceding one, I have secured 
very good quotations. 


E. The cream separator in the dairy is quite worn out and we 
need @ new one. It has been the practise to supply milk from 
the Mission herd, to the School at about half of the commercial 
rate, thereby saving school funds and yet giving the children 
plenty of fresh milk daily. I would be gled therefore if the 
Department would assist in obtaining this item. 


F. We have been trying to obtain a new washer in the laundry 
for years. Just when the way seemed clear to obtain it, some 
more pressing need arose and the washer had to wait. By now, 
both our washers are in poor shape. They are hard to obtain 
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put I have secured a quotation on one in the amount of 
$720.00. This sum, however, brings the total of the quo- 
tations to $488.00 more than the $1750.00, which the De-~ 
partment has allowed for repairs and equipment. Conseq~ 
uently, while it would be more helpful to have at least 
one new washer, that we could depend on, if the Depart- 
ment allows this extra amount, it might be possible, on 
the other hand, to have the present machines repaired to 
an extent, which would not exceed the grant. In other 
words, while I think it better to have a new washer for 
the laundry, I am prepared to obtain quotations on the 
repairing of the present washers up to an amount of ap- 
proximately $232.00. 


G. On authority of the Department, through the kind co- 
operation of the Commissioner, we have secured 4150.00 
worth of rough lumber to build a coal-shed. Quadruplicate 
copies of this bill will be submitted in due time. I wish 
to express my thanks to the Department for their promptitude 
in this matter. 


I trust that you will find all the enclosed quotations in 
good order. It has been so difficult to obtain estimates 
due to shortages and yet I felt that I had to keep on try=- 
ing under very difficult ciroumstances, becaues of the ex- 
treme urgency of our needs at the school. I could only 
obtain quotations from single firms and contractors, but 
in each case I was fortunate enough to make connections 
with reliable firms, who have previously done excellent 
work at the school. I feel sure that whatever expenditure 
4s made will result in first-class work and materials. 


Now that the quotations are 411 ready, after the trouble 
and delay of getting them, I am more than anxious that 

the work be completed and the equipment installed as soon 
as possible, so that we can benefit by them. I would be 
very pleased, therefore, 4f you would kindly see that these 
matters reach the Department at an early date. I feel sure 
that you will co-operate with me in this regard, after so 
many evidences of your kind interest in the school, in the 
past.

Re: Grants, St. Mary's Mission Residential School. 


I am sending forward herewith copy of a 
memorandum received by this Branch from the Departmental 
Purchasing Agent. This memorandum, you will note, is 
self-explanatory. 


In a discussion with the Chief Executive 
Assistant on this matter he expressed the opinion that 
the dairy equipment might well be borne by the school 
itself from the per capita grant. He expressed the 
opinion that 1t ought to be possible to work out a 
policy whereby certain repairs to Church-owned buildings 
might be borne by the Department, while certain supplies, 
such as dairy equipment, furniture etc., should be 
borne by the school authorities. He is of the opinion 
that our present policy is somewhat haphazard and 
faulty. This is a matter to which I should like to 
turn my attention just as soon as the limited time at 
my disposal will enable me to do so. In the meantime 
you might exercise your best judgment in the expenditure 
of this grant.

It is absolutely necessary that we have proper facilities 
for storing our large quantities of meat, dairy produce etce 
I have been very fortunate in securing the necessary rep- 
subject to authorization by the Department. 
quotations for such, in the amount 
of $695.00, M It is very {mportant that this 
matter be given e & peedy consid ration by the 
Department, firstly, because we cannot get alone without 
a cold storage system and secondly, because the supaier 
cannot guarantee holding it for us too long. ‘The rice 
is very low and the equipment extremely gound and efficient. 
Please 4d all you can to help me in this mattere 
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Last year the Department placed an order for a potato 
peeler for the school, but as delivery could not be made, 
the order was cancelled. We still need this equipment 
quite urgently and I have been advised by the manufact- 
urers that they are now in a position to supply one to 
use I intend to apply for this through lir. Daunt, but 
thought it advisable to advise you of the circumstances. 


I am at present trying to secure quotations for the re- 
pairing of certain floor areas in the school. It has 
been quite difficult to obtain materials for this work, 
but I am elad to say that I have at last contacted a 
firm, the Tremco Co., who distribute a mastic prepara- 
tion, which is ideal for our purpose. This item of re- 
pairs was liste’ on our estimates of last year. Another 
item, namely, painting of some buildings, is also in 
process of quotation and the results will be forwarded 
within a few days. 


I trust that you will understand why there is a variance 
between our estimates of last year and the actual quota- 
tions now being submitted. It was impossible to secure 
equipment last year, so we planned repairs, for which we 
judged the materials might be more obtainable. low the 
situation is almost reversed; lumber is at & premium, 
while equipment is starting to come on the market. To 
climax it all, our cold storage system is completely gone 
and the old potato peeler likewise. Conseauently we are 
in urgent need of the“pieces of equipment and plan to car- 
ry out also the item of repairs to the floors and the pain- 
ting. Just how far we will be able to go in this plan 
depends on the Departmental allowance, that has been gran- 
ted.
